He is charged with 
having detailed man to collect campaign 
subscriptions im the recent oanvasa and 
with having conspired to defeat the 
Civil Service law and with having done 
various other acts that prove him to be 
an unfit uaau to fill bU present office. 


A Washington dispatch Bays it is not

The statement os to Judge 


Bradford being appointed Register of 
the Laud Office at San Francisco is now 
regarded as premature, and possibly 
-some one else may be selected. The

Marshal and District Attorney. Bepre-

the position. For Marshal, Wolfskin has 
perhaps the strongest backing.

The fact that the President has not 


yet sent to the Senate Tinnin'e appoint- 
iinent as Surveyor of the port at San 
Francisco, excites some surprise. Other 
California 
nominations, 
made since 


Tinniu's, have gor.» to the Senate, and 
the name of Tucker who was appointed 
at the same time a* Tinnin, has gone to 
the Senate, Also the name of the Post- 
master at Merced, who was appointed 
«ince Tinnta. The Seunte baa not yet 
Acted on any appointments. The delay 
is exciting acrimony among the Demo-' 
crats, who are now charging that the 
Republican majority in that body in- 
tend to take a partisan |view of the ap- 
pointments made by the President. 


The Commissioner of Pensions has 


readered a decision upon the applica- 
tion for a pension of an ex-veteran who 
deserted after re-enlistment and never 
rejoined his commacd. The Commis- 
sioner holds that his discharge from his 
first enlistncent contract perfected bis 
rights thereunder, which were not for- 
feited by his failure to comply with the 
terms of a subsequent contract. 


THK HALF J>AT NTH TEH. 


The Carson Free Imnce says: 
In many cities of the Union the half 


day system is in operation. By *lmost 
all educators it is regarded with favor. 
Three hours per day for a, child, six 
years of age, is deemed sufficient. If 
children commence school at six years 
of age, for at least the first year they 
should not be allowed to be in school 
more than three hours per day. If it 
cannot be otherwise prevented there 
sheuld be a law on the Statute-books to 
that effect. For the untrained muscles 
and wenk limbs of any child of but six 
years, three hoars of strained attention 
a»d study are enough at a time. In the 
German school system,/ long tedious 
day of six hours iu the school room for 
six-year-old children ia uubeard of. 
There the custom would be considered- 
criminal. For yeara the half day system 
has been tried iu the public schools of 
Oakland, and is endorsed by nearly 
every educator of Oalifornia. A few 
years ago it was tried m Storey county, 
both in Gold Hill and Virginia. As one 
teacher taught both the morning and 
the afternoon classes he could teach 
twice the number of pupils usually al- 
lotted to a teacher. In this way Storey 
county dispensed with the servicea of 
five teachers, tbereby saving the county 
folly $5,000 per annum. Should the 
half day system be adopted in Carson, 
jPino, Austin, Bnreka «nd other towns 
in Nevada, there would be aa annual 
naving to the school fund of about $15,- 
000, and we believe without any loan 
whatever to thu efficiency of the schools. 
In Alabama, New Mexico and Wyoming 
children do not enter school at all until 
seven years of age, in Texas not until 
eight years of age. If children enter" 
school at all before the age of seven it 
should be the nursery or kindergarten, 
or their hours in the school room should 
be no more than three each day. 


In his fifth annual report, recently 


issued, State Mineralogist H. G. Hanks 
of California, calls attention to the great 
falling off in the annual gold product, 
which declined last year to $13,000,000. 
Speaking of this, and of its effect on 
trade and the condition of the laboring 
t.'asses, he says: 


It is tiae that when gold is practically 


retired from trade and commerce, prices 
will regulate themselves, and the artisan, 
or common laborer, will be able to do 
better with the smaller sums he receives 
as wages; but low wages and low prices 
are always an index to a correspondingly 
low state of prosperity. It is my orin- 
ion that the present uneasy feeling 
among the working classes, and fall pf 
prices generally, which is causing so 
much distress among the merchants and 
manufacturers, as well as the laborers, 
is due directly or indirectly to the dimin- 
ishiiig production of gold. 


Unless some new and prod active gold 


field is discovered the value of gold vill 
continue to increase, and the reaction 
already commenced, with its train of 
evils, -will continue until the old condi- 
tion of low prices, poorly paid labor and 
general stagnation returns. 


The two important questions, an in- 


creased production of gold and the im- 
partial distribution of the surplus waters 
of the rivers of the State for irrigation 
purposes, should engage the attention of 
our legislators until an equitable adjust- 
ment is effected.

Of 
course if the teachers don't like it they 
can quit. There are in Carson plenty 
of schoolgirls in short dresses who stand 
ready to take the places of our experi- 
enced teachers and even at prices still 
further reduced. The maxim in Carson 
school affairs is not "the survival of the 
fittest," but rather "the survival of the 
cheapest."

In corroboratiou of what has so often 


been stated in the JOUINAI, we eioerpt 
the annexed from the Carson Free 
Lance : 


The finances of the State are in satis- 


factory condition. When Nevada -was 
admitted to the Union the Territerial 
debt wan $380,000. This amount the 
State still owes to the State School 
Fund. ID addition to that the State also 
owes the same fund, $140,000. 
At. the 
close of the present fiscal year there wilt 
be in the Treasury available for the re- 
demption of these bonds the sum of 
$25,000 and will leave a balance of 
$115,000 with which to run the State, 
during the year to come. At the close 
of 1884 the indebtedness of the State in 
addition to the $380,000 school bond 
was $147,000. In January, 1885, bonds 
to the amount of $27,000 were redeemed 
leaving a balance of $120,000. This 
was the amount owed on these bonds 
until last month, when $20,000 more 
were borrowed, bringing it up to $140,- 
000. It will be seen by this that the ac- 
tual receipt* of our State Government 
are greater than the expenditures. 


Nevada will start off the New Year 


with a reduction of about $25,000 in the 
State debt, and with enough coin on 
band to go through the year without 
borrowing any more. After that, how- 
frer, will come a legulative year, and 
another increase in toe debt. 


School Indemnity Selection*. 


An important caae was argued in the 


General Land Office Saturday that of pre- 
emptors vs. school indemnity selections 
in California. Mr. Newman argued in 
behalf of the citizens, and presented a 
strong case. These indemnity selec- 
tions have been the cause of much dis- 
pute, and the rulings of the Land 
Office under the present administration 
have been subject to no little criticism. 
In nearly every case where no appeal 
has been taken to the Secretary the 
Commissioner's decision has been over- 
ruled. It is probable that the present 
case will go to the Secretary after it is 
finished in the Lund Office.
